Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1,6-11,14,19-21, 25-29, 31 , 33-34, 36-42, 45-49, 52-55, 57-64, 69-70, 
74-88, 91-104 allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior arts 
in the record fail to disclose or make obvious to a system or method comprising 
determining, in a processor of the first communication device, a bit rate value 
representative of the bit rate in the logical channel on the basis of the chosen 
transport format by dividing the transmission block size of the chosen transport 
format by the predetermined transmission time interval; maintaining and updating an 
indication of the determined bit rate value in a memory available for use by the first 
communication device; and providing an indication of the determined bit rate value to 
another protocol layer of the first communication device or an application program to 
enable said other protocol layer or application program to adapt its operation within a 
structure of the claims.
